MANY of our “people enter into 
wedlock as thoughtlessly as 
they take a stroll or fall asleep, 
and the result is quarrels, conten- 
tions, divorces, and children reared 
in an atmosphere which blights 
their tender lives. Hence crime 
among the young is increasing far 
more rapidly than the population 
grows. So long as this poison foun- 
tain remains open, so long will vice 


‘and pauperism continue to breed de- 


gradation and wretchedness. Homes 
which are hells thwart the wisest 
efforts to reform abuses. They 
hinder the school, weaken the 
church and undermine the social 
fabric. Our chaotic and lax mar- 
riage laws encourage and facilitate 
imprudent marriages, but the ori- 
gin of the evil lies deeper. Insti- 
tutions, it has been said, are in the 
control of men, public opinion in 
that ef women. Women decide how 
we shall build and furnish our 
houses, what we shall eat and wear, 
what we shall find beautiful and 
entertaining, where we shall live, 
what we shall read, whom we shall 
consider friend or foe, what be- 
liefs or prejudices we shall hold, 
what religion we shall have. From 
them we learn our mother tongue, 
from them our notions of right and 
wrong, of propriety and justice. 

If they were more large-minded, 
more intelligent, more unselfish, 
more serious, more loving, three- 
fourths of the depravity and sin 
which make life a curse would dis- 
appear. The fountain head of soc- 
ial good or evil, of vice and crime 
or of honor and virtue is in the 
home, and the wife and the mother 
make or unmake the home.- What- 
ever view we may take as to 
whether man or woman was the 
most guilty primal offender, wo- 
man bears the greater responsi- 
bility for the wrongs and miseries 
which afflict and oppress the mod- 
ern world, since the force of public 
opinion, which is in her keeping, is 
mightier than riches and armies 
and laws. More than any age since 
the beginning of time we have 
given opportunity to women, have 
placed her in the seat of influence 
and power, and shall she prove 
false, or frail, or ungrateful, trai- 
torous to the vast confidence which 
all that is noblest and most chival- 
rous in man has led him to repose 
in her? 

Doubtless her increasing domin- 
ion has helped to arouse in our 
public life greater sympathy and 
tenderness, a more complete revul- 
sion from cruelty, whether to man 
or beast.~But more than pity we 
need justice, which is the first and 
greatest charity. The most griev- 
ous injustice which oppresses us, 
of which the weak and the poor, 
the laborers and their wives and 
children, are the chief victims, has 
its source in the political corrup- 
tion which taints our whole public 
life, and more especially the con- 
duct of our municipal affairs. It 
not only stamps upon our name a 
brand of infamy in the eyes of 
foreign nations; it disheartens the: 
best among us, and makes reform 
seem impossible. It not only im- 
poverishes, but it disheartens and 
de-christianizes the laboring popu- 
lations of our cities. It is the foe 
of civilization, of religion, of mor- 
ality; of God and of man. It 
thrives in the mephitic air of sa-

Modern Germany has for its back- 
ground the faith which Boniface 
brought to. it, long ere the Middle 
Ages had dawned; modern England 
has for its background that same 
faith which was given it by Au- 
gustine, and strengthened with the 
blood of Thomas of Canterbury; 
modern France, the eldest daughter 
of the Church, has a history insep- 
arable from the faith given to 
Clovis, the first French king by 
Remy .of Rheims. But America 
has no such background, no sharing 
of the same faith, no bathing in the 
same baptismal waters, no break- 
ing of the same bread, 


Transplanted from Europe 


America was transplanted from 
Europe, it is true, but not from 
the Europe with a common faith 
which dates back to a crib and 
cross, but the newer Europe, with 
its multiplicity of sects, its national 
religions, its divided loyalties. 
America was founded from Europe 
in a day when Europe ceased to 
worship at the same altar, and 
when its seamless robe of a common 
faith was rent asunder amidst con- 
flicting parties. Europe was no 
longer a great orchestra producing 
with sweet harmony the symphony 
of a common faith; rather it was 
made of nations, each with its own 
director and each soul playing its 
own tune. 


It is only natural, therefore, that | 


America should become populated 
not only with different national 
peoples, but also with different na- 
tional religions. The English 


brought. Puritanism to Boston; the. 


Dutch a species of Calvinism to 
New York; the Germans a type of 
Lutheranism to Pennsylvania, and 
the English Catholics the centuries 
old faith to Maryland. 

But this created a new situation 


in the modern world. Here was a 
new nation coming into being not 
only without a common blood, but 
also without that which could make 
the same Blood run in their super- 
natural veins, namely, the tradi- 
tional faith of the centuries. The 
Fathers of our Constitution saw 
this diversity of belief and, unwil- 
ling to make a national religion for 
America, such as Germany, Eng- 
land and other nations possessed, 
they decided on a separation of 
Church and State. 


Religious Liberty 


Centuries whirl around into 
space, and in the course of time 
Leo XIII had to make a pronounce- 
ment on this new order of things 
which no longer looked upon the 
Church and State related as one 
to the other as grace and nature, 
but as separate and distinct. His 
famous statement made in his En- 
cyclical entitled Immortale Dei, 
ran: 


“The Church, indeed, deems it 
unlawful to place the different 
forms of worship on the’ same 
footing as the true religion, but it 
does not, on that account, condemn 
those rulers who, for the sake of 
securing some great good and hin- 
dering some grave evil, patiently 
allow custom or usage to be a kind 
of sanction for such religion, hav- 
ing its place in the State. And the 
Church is wont to take care that 
no person shall be forced to em- 
brace the Catholic faith against 
his will, for Augustine wisely re- 
minds us ‘Man cannot believe other- 
wise than from his own free will.’ 


In other words, if the Church and | 
State were to be separated, then | 
the answer of the Church to those | 


who might ask if it would be law- | 


ful to give tribute to the State, | 
would be the answer of Christ Hin.- 
self to the man who showed Him | 
the penny: “Render unto Caesar! 
the things that are Caesar’s, and 
to God the things that are God’s.’

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| Comneil ' Should Have 
Made Common Cause 
Against Common 
Enemy 


HE Convention of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ 
in America, which met in the city 
of Indianapolis, in the beginning 
of December, acted part of the 
time as though it were a political 
convention drafting a_ political 
platform, and part of the time as 
though it were an anti-religious 
convention, aiming at knocking 
the props from under the age-long 
moral standards for which Chris- 
tianity has always vigorously 
fought. At that Convention there 
were delegates representing thirty- 
two denominations, part of whom, 
it must be said to their credit, 
formed a minority group against 
the advocacy of immoral practices. 
On the evening the Resolution re- 
lating to birth prevention practice 
appeared in the daily paper, the 
writer was called up by a gentle- 
man who, full of indignation, de- 
clared: 

“Are the American people ex- 
pected to stand for this? The at- 
titude of this Convention is an at- 
titude of cowardice, and the Reso- 
lution recommended would make 
cowards of us all. In fact, the Re- 
solution is insulting, representing, 
as it does, that parents of many 
children cannot love them. I am 
the father of five children, and my 
wife and I not only love our last 
as much as our first, but we wish it 
could always remain as young as it 
now is—four years old. 

“The Resolution recommended 
displays a woeful lack of faith 
also, inasmuch as it assumes that 
the Lord would not provide the 
means for the support of children 
which loving parents bring into 
the world and cherish. I myself 
started married life with a very 
small income, and could not have 
provided for five children from the 
start, but I have been blessed, and 
the children are being properly 
supported, and, I hope, will be pro- 
perly educated.” 

The gentleman is right. But for- 
tunately the Federal Council dele- 
gates decided not to adopt the 
“Birth Control Resolution”; it was 
agreed to defer action for two more 
years. 


Had the Federal Council been 
really in earnest about doing 
something for the cause of Chris- 
tianity, it would have passed Re- 
solutions condemning the present 
day drive against God, not only in 
Russia, but in Mexico and Spain, 
because it is based, as the Prime 
Minister of Spain quite honestly 
admitted, on the repudiation of 
what he calls “Anglo Saxon Civil- 
ization”, and on the concept of a 
state of society in which the 
spiritual will be submerged, and 
Heaven here instead of Heaven 
hereafter will be the goal of all 
activity. 

Mexico’s Government has prac- 
tically been turned over to the 
Communists, who have no greater 
sympathy for Protestantism than 
Catholicism.

See’s Clergy Warned 
Against Candlestick 
Refinishing ‘Racket’ 


Chicago—Priests of the Archdio- 
cese of Chicago have been warned 
from the Chancery Office to be on 
guard against men who offer to 
have candlesticks replated free or 
at a nominal sum, and then attempt 
to exact exorbitant fees for sup- 
posedly unforeseen additional ser- 
vices of this kind. The warning 
was issued following the report of 
a number of such attempts. 

In one instance a man who ac- 
companied an infant to be baptized 
suggested to the priest that the 
candlesticks needed replating and 
offered to do the work free. After 
this was done three men came to 
the rectory and asked for the job 
of replating the sanctuary lamp, 
bell and six large candlesticks. For 
this work they later demanded 
$820 and when legal action was 
brought, they offered to compro- 
mise for $520, although an ap- 
praisal by a plating company indi- 
cated that the charge for the work 
should have been $53.

Washington—Divorces in the 
United States have increased to 
such an. extent that, if present 
trends continue, one of every five 
or six bridal couples of the pres- 
ent year will ultimately have their 
marriage broken in the divorce 
court, the President’s Research 
Committee on Social Trends, ap- 
pointed by President Hoover in 
1929, says in its report, made pub- 
lic recently. 

The report on the three-year in- 
quiry, which contains a foreword 
by President Hoover; is termed in 
the news reléase accompanying it 
a “veritable yesterday, today and 
tomorrow of American Life.” 


The investigations were financed 
by the Rockefeller Foundation of 
New York. The findings, in their 
entirety, are to be published in two 
volumes (1,663 pages) under the 
title, “Recent Social Trends in the 
United States.”

HISTORY 


IN REIGN OF POPE PIUS XI; 


OF JUBILEES TOLD 


Great Religious Celebrations Date From Year 1300, 
When First Was Held In Reign of Pope Boniface 
Viltil—Saints of Church and Other Renowned 


Personages Among Pilgrims On Various 


Occasions. 


Washington.—The proclamation 
by His Holiness Pope Pius XI, in 
his Christmas message, of an extra- 
ordinary Holy Year of Jubilee to 
mark the nineteenth centenary of 
the death and Resurrection of the 
Saviour announces the third Holy 
Year to be observed in the Catho- 
lic Church in a period of eight 
years and the third in the Ponti- 
ficate of the present Holy Father, 
a circumstance most unusual in the 
history of the Supreme Pontiffs. 

The proclamation of the Holy 
Year—-which, Pope Pius announced, 
will extend from Passion Sunday, 
April 2, 1983, to the second Feast 
of Easter following, April 2, 1934 
—was entirely unexpected and 
came as a complete surprise to 
American Catholics. 

In his announcement, Pope Pius 
said that with the beginning of the 
New Year he would direct his at- 
tention to the publi¢ation of docu- 
ments and instructions to be used 
during the Jubilee. Referring to 
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the present world-wide economic 


and social crisis, he said there was 
particular need for an observance) 
whereby the faithful might gain! 
the greatest possible value in pray- 
er, expiation, propitiation, holy in- 
dulgences and reform of life. 
Opening of Holy Door 

The bull promulgated on the oc- 
casion of each jubilee determines 
the conditions on which the plenary 
indulgence may be gained in the 
course of the Holy Year. In pre- 
vious Holy Years these conditions 
have included Confession and the 
worthy reception of Holy Commu- 
nion; a visit to the four Basilicas 
—St. Peter’s, St. Paul’s, St. John 
Lateran and St. Mary Major— 
during which visit prayers are 
prescribed for the intention of the 
Holy Father. For those residing in 
Rome these visits must be repeat- 
ed twenty times on twenty differ- 
ent days.

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NEED OF AUTHORITY 
The Reverend Thomas H. Whelpley, Presbyterian, 
recently pointed out a weakness that is very prevalent in 
the non-Catholic world. It is that of recognizing only 
one attribute of God, which is tantamount to the de- 
struction of the correct concept of God. The minister 
Bays: 3 - | 
“Many, unable quite to dispense with God, have 
created for themselves a in their own image. 


With others, God has become superfluous and he is 
no jonger conceded a place in His own universe. 


“The only attribute of God which the majority 
can conceive is love. But few are willing to conceive 
God as angry against sin or waging war upon sin. 
He has become a Being all compact of amiability 
and sentimentality, so divorced from justice and 
righteousness that He can no longer judge and no 
longer condemn. 


“It is my conclusion that if Protestantism is to 
continue it must speak with authority. And that 
one authority is the Scriptures, God’s-word to men. 
We have only to study His word to realize that the 
whole fabric of human life rests for its well-being 
upon the foundation of judgment. The conception 
of God feeble in judgment is the offspring of but 
vain imagining. For everywhere judgment reigns; 
not so much an event in the future as it is a continu- 
ous process in the present.”

YALE THEN AND -NOW 


It is probably well known to most of our readers 
that the Universitiés of Harvard and Yale were started 
as Church schools, and that most of its students for years 
majored in studies which were taught as a preparation 
for the ministry. | : 

_ But how times have changed! We have heard more 
criticism of Yale, for instance, than of any other Univer- 
sity because of certain infidel and almost anti-Christian 
professors. The October number of YALE DAILY 
NEWS, which is edited by students themselves, sharply 
attacks the policy of the University of spending large 
sums of money in the construction of the new Divinity 
School building. 

Theoretically, the school is opposed to the abolition 
of its course of theology altogether and, therefore, in line 
with other fine buildings, has erected a Divinity School. 


But the students are asking “to what purpose?”, 
and in a recent number of their NEWS, their represent- 
ative writes: 


“Self-supporting students and low-salaried instruc- 
tors and their respective sympathizers cannot help but 
think of other ways to dispose of a lot of money than to 
build a beautiful group of buildings for a handful of 
divines about whom no one cares very much anyway. It 
is now doubtful whether religion will ever come back to 
its one-time glory. This does not mean that it no longer 
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To beats with it was my origin- 
al consideration that in each in- 
stance the founding, that is the 
actual construction of same, would 
be best accomplished by the 
Knights of Columbus of America 
in co-operation with the National 
Council of Catholic Men. It ap- 
pears to me that the establishment 
of such an institution in this 
country would be an illustrious and 
permanent testimonial to the un- 
tiring zeal and Catholicity of the 
organizations mentioned.

ja project in operation; what the 


use of the expenditure of such a 
large amount of time and money? 
Principally for this great ideal: 
the holding up’ before the whole 
world the light of our faith. For 
this ideal the apostles suffered 
stoning and agonizing death; the 
early martyrs braved the burning 
stake and boiling oil; the priests 
and nuns quailed not before the 
terrors of this New World; and 
missionaries yet today endure the 
perils of the unknown and the per- 
secution of the godless. Can we 
not therefore make a further ef- 
fort to spread to the believing and 
unbelieving world the ideas and 
ideals of Catholicity and _ the 
dauntless zeal of its laborers? 

Each library would in itself be 
the living breath of Catholicity; it 
would not be just a mere library 
but teeming with ilfe.

Dante. 
Interval Reduced to 50 Years 


Pope Clement VI, taking into 
consideration the shortness of hu- 
man life, reduced the interval to 
fifty years and proclaimed a Holy 
Year in 1350. St. Bridget and Petr- 
arch made the pilgrimage in that 
year. In 1389, Pope Urban VI re- 
duced the interval to thirty-three 
years in memory of the thirty- 
three years which the Saviour 
spent on earth. Pope Boniface IX 
celebrated the jubilee in 1390. His- 
torical records recount the opening 
of the Porta Santa in the Jubilee 
of 1423 under Pope Martin V. The 
ceremony took place at the Basilica 
of St. John Lateran. — 

In 1450, Pope Nicholas V re- 
stored the interval to fifty years. 
The extraordinary number of pil- 
grims this year was due chiefly to 
the canonization of St. Bernardine 
of Siena. Among the pilgrims 
were St. Diego and St. Rita. Pope 
Paul II fixed the interval at 
twenty-five years and this decision 
was ratified by Pope Sixtus IV, 
who suspended all other plenary 
indulgences for the jubilee year 
of 1475. 

In the year 1500, Pope-Alexander 
VI performed for the first time the 
ceremony in the Basilica of St. 
Peter of opening with his own 
hand the Holy Door. Copernicus 
was among the pilgrims on this 
occasion. Pope Clement VII cele- 
brated the Jubilee of 1525. Among 
the pilgrims at the Jubilee of 1550, 
which was proclaimed by Pope 
Julius III, were St. Ignatius Lo- 
yola and Mi , also St.

Bishop O’Dea Dies 
In Seattle At 16 
SEATTLE.—The Most Rev. Ed- 


ward J. O’Dea, Bishop of the Cath- - 


olic Diocese of Seattle and dean. 
of the Bishops of the Church in 
the United States in years of ser- 
vice, died recently at his home. He 
was 76 years old. 

Conscious to the last and with a 
benediction on his lips, death came 
just two days after the fiftieth an- 
niversary of his ordination. On 
Thanksgiving Day Catholics from 
all parts of the. Northwest came to 
pay tribute to him at a golden ju- 
bilee of his ordination a month in 
advance of the actual anniversary. 

Soon before he _ died, Bishop 
O’Dea looked fondly at those about 
him and said: “God bless you all.” 

Bishop O’Dea was the most wide- 
ly known ecclesiastic in the North- 
west and one of the pioneer church 
figures of the region. Under his 
administration the number of 
Catholic churches in the city in-' 
creased from three to twenty-one, 
and the number in the diocese _in- | 
creased to 100.

Spain Votes To End 


Subsidy To Priests 


MADRID.—By the overwhelm- 
majority of 140, the Spanish Cortes 
voted that from Nov. 11, 1933, the 
clergy will cease to receive any 
government subsidy whatsoever, in 
aceordance with Article XXVI of 
the Constitution, which says at the 
end of two years the reduced sub- 
sidy, granted to give the church 
time to arrange its affairs, shall 
cease, 

The budget committee presented 
a proposal for a new law regulat- 
ting the position of 40,000 priests 
at the end of this period. This law, 
it is assumed, would provide for 
modified payment for priests kept 
on the official register and for re- 
tirement of-as many priests as the 
government refuses to pay, 

The Cortes indignantly voted 
down this proposal, indicating that

Te it true that many of the 
Catholic schools throughout 
Canada have been closed be- 
cause of the inability of the 
Catholic people to support 
their schools and at the same 
time pay heavy taxes for the 
support of the public schools? 
If this is true what plans are 
Being made for the continued 
education of the children who 
attended the Catholic schools? 
Is it not surprising that the 
schools should be closed? 

It is true that the Catholic 
schools of Winnipeg, Canada 
have been closed for the rea- 
gon which you give, but this 
situation does not exist 

throughout Canada. In Win- 

hipeg the public school auth- 
orities have suggested plans 
whereby the existing paroch- 
fal school buildings would be 
used and the same teachers 
who served in these schools, 
most of whom are members 
of religious orders, would be 
employed. The plans provide 
for a sum of money to be giv- 
en to the Catholic schools by 
the school board to enable 
them to continue their separ- 
ate system. Provisions were 
made in the proposed plans 
that would forbid the teachers 
to wear any religious garb in 
the schoo! rooms, and the edu- 
eation of the children would 
have to be carried on in a non- 
sectarian manner. Religious 
instruction of the pupils 
would be permitted only in 
strict accordance with the re- 
gulations of the School Act 
and the ‘schoo! board. 


It is not surprising that 


some Catholic schools should 
be forced to close during these | 
times of industrial depression 
when one considers that even 
the public schools, which are 
tax ‘supported, have in many 
districts been forced to con- 
siderably shorten the school 
term, and reduce by other 
drastic means the tax burden 
which the people must bear. 


Catholics in both this country 


and Canada deserve much 
credit for the many sacrifices 
they have made to maintain 
their own schools. They have 
borne a burden of double tax- 
ation for education in sup- 
porting their schools, and 
have relieved the states of the 
responsibility of educating 
our Catholic children, a fre- 
sponsibility which would en- 
tail an added expenditure of 
millions of dollars from the 
public funds each year. 

If a person is unable to at- 
tend Sunday Mass, through no 
fault of his own, would he be 
able to receive the benefits of 
the Mass by reading from the 
Missal the Mass appointed for 
that day, provided that while 
doing so he attempted to keep 
in his mind a picture of the 
actions of the priest at Mass? 

No. Although the practice 
of reading from the Missal 
the Mass appointed for that 
particular day would be a 
laudable one for a person un- 
able to attend the Holy Sacri- 
fice, he would not merit the 
same benefits that he would 
receive were he able to attend 
the Mass. One must be present 
at the Mass in order to hear 
it, and it is for this reason 
that hearing. Mass over the 
radio does not fulfill our ob- 
ligation of attending on Sun- 
days and holydays of obliga- 
tion. 


How must one confess that 
he has sinned by entertaining 
impure thoughts and desires?

VATICAN CITY.—This year, in 
which falls the nineteenth centen- 
ary of the crucifixion of Christ, 
was proclaimed a holy year by 
Pope Pius XI in an address broad- 
cast to all the world on the ocea- 
sion of his acceptance of the 
Christmas and New Year’s greet- 
ings which were extended to him 
by the Cardinals of the Church. 

In appointing this holy year, 
which will extend from April 2, 
1933 to the same date in 1934, the

faithful identifies unhesitatingly, as 
the year thirty-three of the present 
era, with the year of the Death of 
Jesus Christ, and maintains, as We 
have had testimony from diverse 
directions, that the coming year is 
the nineteenth centenary. 

Science does not believe itself 
able to assert the contrary cate- 
gorically, but even according to 
science (We have restudied to Our 
best ability this difficult problem: 
We have interrogated authorita- 
tive specialists), the year thirty- 
three and year thirty are those 
upon which argument of greater 
probability, if not of absolute cer- 
tainty, are fastened. Only a very 
weak probability remains for the 
year thirty-four, however much 
supported by the great names of 
Bellarmine, Saint and Doctor of 
the Church, and of the great Bar- 
onio, father of ecclesiastical his- 
tory. To men, to the redeemed liv-

coming year, 1933, to celebrate 
authentically the centenary of the 
Death of the Lord and of His 
above-mentioned cycle of Divine 
deeds which crown it.

This, the report notes, will create 
the problem of smaller markets. 


Divorce Increase Cited 


The declaration concerning di- 
vorce is contained in a section de- 
voted to “The Family.” It says: 
‘The various functions of the home 
in the past served to bind the mem- 
bers of the family together. As 
they weakened or were transferred 
from the home to outside agencies, 
there were fewer ties to hold the 
members, with a consequent in- 
crease of separation and divorce.” 
The prediction of one out of every 
five or six marriages in the pres- 
ent year ending in divorce follows, 
and the report continues: “These 
facts suggest as does a projection 
of the divorce curve, that our cul- 
ture may be conducive to further 
increases in divorce unless pro- 
grams are instituted to counteract 
this tendency.” 

Two great departments of our 
American system, the report says,

Prominent Non-Catholics of City 
See General Loss in Suspension; 
“Triple” Taxation is 
Emphasized 


Winnipeg—With the decision to 
close Catholic schools here empha- 
sizing the financial burden which 
has been borne by Catholics because 
of a multiple system of taxation, 
sympathy and regret are express- 
ed generally throughout the city at 
the suspension of the parochial 
schools. 

Although the population of the 
city is Protestant by 10 to one, 
many of the most prominent citi- 
zens and clergymen have deelared 
that it would be for the best inter- 
ests of all that’ the parochial 
schools be continued and that both 
the city and Public School Board 
should take steps to make this con- 
tinuance possible. 

Provincial Minister of Education 
Hey has even promised that the 
province will aid by raising the bud- 
get for Winnipeg so as to enable the 
School Board to meet the situation 
in a manner satisfactory to Cath- 
olics. 

Government school inspectors 
have spoken in the highest terms 
of the parochial schools and their 
teachers. 

In connection with the reason for 
the closing of the schools, it is 
pointed out here that triple and not 
double taxation has been borne by 
Catholics in supporting education 
in this city. It is:explained that 
a Catholic here pays taxes on his 
own property, much of the revenue 
of tne property tax going to the 
support of the public schools. He 
contributes to the maintenance of 
his parochial school, and addition- 
ally donates toward the tax as- 
sessed against the property of the 
parochial school. It is stressed 
that in most of the United States, 
all church property is .exempt 
from taxation, and that therefore 
the American Catholic is subject 
only to a double taxation.
